WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—Senator Chand- 


ler today introduced in the senate the 
first measure looking to possible war with 
England. 


There appears to be practical unanimity 


among senators that an appropriation 
should be speedily made that would en- 
able the administration to equip an army 
if it were necessary to call one into the 
field. 


It was with this end in view that Chand- 


ler of New Hampshire todty introduced 
a bill authorizing the president to streng- 
then the military armament by adding 
thereto, equipped for use, 1,000,000 infan- 
try rifles, 1000 guns for field artillery, and 
not exceeding 5000 heavy guns for fortifi- 
cations to be procured by manufacture in 
arsenals, or by contract for manufacture, 
or by direct purchase according to the dis- 
cretioi of ',ae president.

is, Doc. 13.—The message of 


Cleveland to congress trans- 


mitting the correspondence between Sec- 
retary Olney and Lord Salisbury, relative 
to the Venezuelan boundary dispute, 
created a sensation in Washington. 


Although tho nature of Secretary Ol- 


ncy's vigorous communication aud of 
Lord Salisbury's answer had already been 
foretold in dispatches from Washington 
and London, there was still a great pop- 
ular craving to learn just how the presi- 
dent would deal with Lord Salisbury's re- 
fusal to submit tho matter to arbitration, 
and the message was listened to with in- 
tense interest in congress, and was read 
with avidity on the streets. No where 
was a voice lifted in dissunt from the doc- 
trine so firmly laid down by the president, 
but, on the contrary, there was an out- 
burst of patriotic feeling that must have 
been very gratifying to the chief execu- 
tive. 


In the dignified United States senate, a, 


body that rarely exhibits emotion on any 
occasion, there was witnessed the un- 
paralleled spectacle of hand clapping and 
applause, which was tlie spontaneous ex- 
pression of the approval of almost every 
senator, without regard to party. On the 
streets the message was discussed, aud 
old veterans of the late war talked ex- 
ultantly of what they were prepared again 
to undertake at the call of thoir country. 
Irj the great hall of the pension building 
the employes gathered, and sang with 
gusto the "Star Spangled Banner" and 
"My Country, 'Tis of Thee." 


At tlie White House messages poured \ 


iu from evory quarter of the country, con- 
gratulating the president upon his mes- 
sage. They came from men of all parties 
and station. 
' 


The matter, of course, was of the great- 


est interest in diplomatic circles, and the 
general impression on a sober second con- 
sideration of the notes was that the mat- 
ter has not yet readied a stage where war 
is imminent, and that the hint of Great 
Britain's purpose to reonen negotiations 
with Venezuela looking to n settlement of 
the dispute between themselves perhaps 
may be regarded as an indication as to 
how tho whole matter will end. 


Minister Andrado of Venezuela secured 


a copy of the message early in the day, 
and cabled, by way of Cuba and Hayti, to 
his government. The time of transmis- 
sion is eight hours, and it is felt that its 
receipt in Caracas will be the sign for an 
enthusiastic demonstration. 


Mr. Andrade's satisfaction was almost 


beyond the power of expression. "The 
message is superb," said ho, with much 
enthusiasm. "It is even a surprise tome 
in its vigor, in the nobility of the senti- 
ments expressed and in tho masterly ex- 
pDsition of the Monroe doctrine. There 
can be no doubt or misconstruction of its 
meaning. In my country it cannot but • 
arouse the keenest appreciation on the , 
part of the government and tho people for 
its powerful expression of friendship from 
a strong country in behalf of a compara- 
tively weak one." 


At the British embassy, Sir Julian 


Pauucefoto and his official corps shared in 
the general interest in the question. 
It 


was stated that the foreign offices made 
public at noon yesterday tlie Salisbury an- 
swer, simultaneous with its publication 
here 
But as the president's message to 


congress has not gone through diplomatic 
channels, it was not a part of the matter 
given to the British public by the foreign 
office yesterday. 


Beyond the Salisbury letters, the em- 


bassy has received no communication on 
the Venezuelan subject, so that the case 
rests on the correspondence submitted 
yesterday. 


Following is the complete text of 


Th« Preaideut'g Mesaagc. 


To the Congress—In my annual message ad-

doctrine is something we may justly claim, it 
has its pliioe in the code of international law 
as certainly and as surclj' as if it were Specifi- 
cally mentioneu, and when the United States 
Isa f-uit' 
before the high tribunal that ad- 


mini5tt..s ..iUTnatioi*al jaw the question to be 
determined is whether or not wo present 
claims \vliiuh the justice of that cade of law 
can find to be right and valid. The Monroe 
doctrine nnds its recognition in the principles 
of international law, which are based upon tho 
theory thus every nation shall have its rights 
protected and its just claims enforced. 


Of course this government is entirely confi- 


dent that under the sanction of tins doctrine 
we have clear rights aud undoubted claims. 
Nor is this ignored in the British reply. The 
prinie minister, while not admitting that the 
Monroe doctrine Is applicable to present con- 
ditions, states: "In declaring that the United 
States would resist any such enterprise if it 
was contemplated, President Monroe adopted 
a policy which received the entire sympathy 
of the English government of that dute." He 
further declares: 
"Though the language of 


President Monroe is directed to the attain- 
ment of objects which most Englishmen would 
asree to be sulntary, it is impossible to admit 
that they have been inscribed by any adequate 
authority in the code of international la-w." 
Again he says: "They (her majesty's govern- 
ment) fully concur with the view which Presi- 
dent Monroe apparently entertained, that any 
disturbance of the existing territorial distribu- 
tion in that hemisphere by any fresh acquisi- 
tions on the part of any European state would 
bo a highly inexpedient change." 


In th« belief that the doctrine for which we 


contend was clear and deilnite, that it was 
founded upon substantial considerations and 
involved our satety and welfare, that it wag 
fully applicable to our present conditions and 
to the »t*tte of tho world's progress, and that 
it was directly related to tho pending contro- 
versy, and without any conviction us to the 
final merits of the dispute, but anxious to 
learn iri a satisfactory and conclusive manner 
whether Great Britain sought under a claim 
of boundary to extend her possessions on this 
continent 
without 
light, or whether she 


merely (.ought possession of territory fairly 
included within her lines of ownership, this 
government proposed to the government of 
Great Britain a resort to arbitration as the 
proper means of settling the question, to the 
end that a vexatious boundary dispute be- 
tween tho two contestants might be deter- 
mined aud our exact standing and relation in 
respect to the controversy 


Might Be Made Clear. 


[ 
This proposition has been declined by the 


British government, upon grounds which in the 
circumstances seem to me to be far from satis- 
faetory. It is deeply disappointing that such 
an appeal, actuated by the most friendly feel- 
ings toward both nations directly concerned, 
addressed to the sense of justice and to the 
magnanimity of one of the great powers of the 
world, and touching its relations to one com- 
paratively v oak and small, should have pro- 
duced m> better results. 


The cur 'ie to be pursued by this govern- 


ment in v.. w of the present condition does not 
appear to admit of serious doubt. 
Having 


labored faithfully lor many years to induce 
Great Britain to submit this dispute to im- 


j partial arbitration, and 
having been now 


t finally apprised of her refusal to do so, nothing 


remains but to accept the situation, to recog- 


1 nize its plain requirements and deal with it 


accordingly. Great Britain's present proposi- 
tion has never thus far been regarded as ad- 


1 missible by Venezuela, though any adjustment 


of the boundary which that country may deem 
for her advantage, and may enter into her own 
free will, cannot of course be objected to by 
the United States. 


Assuming, however, that the attitude of 


Venezuela will remain unchanged, the dispute 
has reached such a stage as to make it now iu- 
cumbent upon the United Staves to take meas- 
ures to determine with sufficient certainty for 
its justification what is the true divisional line 
between the republic of Venezuela and British 
Guiana. The inquiry to that end should, of 
courbe, be conducted 
carefully 
and 
judi- 


ciously, and due weight should be given to all 
available evidence, records and facts in sup- 
port of the claims of both parties. 


In order that buch an examination should 


be prosecuted in a thorough and satisfactory 
manner, I suggest that the congress niak* an 
adequate appropriation for the expenses of a 
commission, to be appointed by the executive, 
who shall make the necessary investigation 
ami report upon tha matter with the least pos- 
sible delay. 


When such report is made and acceped it 


will, in my opinion, be the duty of the United 
States to resist by every meaus in its power, 
as a willful aggression upon its rights and in- 
terests, the appropriation by Great Britain of 
any lands or the exercise of governmental 
jurisdiction over any territory which, after 
investigation, we have determined of right be- 
long to Venezuela. 


In making these recommendations I am fully 


alive to the responsibility incurred, and keenly 
realize all the consequences that may follow. 


I am, nevertheless, firm in niy conviction 


that while it is a grievous thing to contemplate 
the two great English speaking people of ^he 
world as being otherwise than friendly com- 
petitors iu the onward march of civilization, 
and strenuous and worthy rivals in all the arts 
of peace, there is no calamity which a great 
nation can invite which equals that which fol- 
lows a supine submission to wrong and in- 
justice, and the consequent loss of national 
self-respect and honor beneath which is 
shielded and defended a people's safety and 
greatness.

Strongly JSudoraed. 


Democrats are unanimous in their ex- 


pressions of approval of the president's 
message, and those Republicans who 
apeak for publication have few words of 
dissent.

serious and Important message which has 
been submitted by any president to con- 
gress iu many years. I heartily approve 
ot its spirit, its conclusions and the gen- 
eral position taken.

Viewed Wilh Disfavor Abroad, 


LONDOX, Deo. 18.—All of this morning's 


papers devote more or less of their editorial 
space to a discussion of President Cleve- 
land's message on the Venezuelan ques- 
tion and to the merits of that question it- 
self. 


Tbo Times says: It is impossible to dis- 


guise the gravity of the difficulties that 
have arisen between Great Britain and 
the United States." President Cleveland's 
message, aud its reception ou both sides of 
the senate, give additional importance to 
tlie dispatches between Washington and 
London. 
Tlie details of the boundary 


dispute are insignificant in comparison 
with tiio far-reaching claims advanced in 
Mr. Olney'sdispatches, and emphasized in 
President 
Cleveland's 
message. Con- 


vinced as we nre that a rupture between 
tlie two English speaking communities 
would be a, calamity not only to them- 
selves, but to the civilized world, we are 
nevertheless driven to iho conclusion that 
the concessions this country are so im- 
periously summoned to make are such as 
no self-respecting nation, least of all one 
ruling au empire that has its roots in 
every quarter of the globe, could possibly 
submit to. The United States themselves 
would never fora moment dream of yield- 
ing to tliis kind of dictation.

Drunken Man Theatens to Shoot 


Richard Donohue, a harness maker who 


has been in the employ of E. Van Dyck 
for some time, creaied a large-sized dis- 
turbance in Mr. Van Dyck's place of 
business on Myrtle street Tuesday even- 
ing and afterwards escaped. 


Donohue struck town about two months 


ago on his uppers and was given employ- 
ment by Mr. Van Dyck. Monday night 
he was discharged and paid in full. He 
stated that he had secured another situa- 
tion and was to go to it at once. About 6 
o'clock Tuesday evening he went into the 
harness shop in a very drunken condition. 
The proprietor ordered him out but be 
refused to go. A lew minutes later Mr. 
Van Dyck turned to get his overcoat and 
received a heavy blow on the head. He 
wheeled around and grappled with Dono- 
hue who had dealt the blow.' The latter 
caught Mr. Van Dyck's fingers between 
his teeth and bit him severely. 


There was another workman in the 


shop, and when he made a movement to 
assist his employer, Donohue moved his 
hand toward his pocket and cried out if 
the man came nearer he (Donohue) would 
shoot him. In the struggle one of tbe 
large plates of glass in the tront door was 
smashed and Mr. Van Dyck's stock were 
scattered promiscuously about the store. 


The other workman went after an offi- 


cer and while he was gone Donohue left 
the store and went down Pleasant street. 
There was a large crowd in front of the 
store but none of them saw where he 
went. Chief Curran went to his board- 
ing house and searched for him but was 
unable to find him. 


A Shameful Charge.

Mrs. Sacher 
is an old German woman, who cannot 
speak English well, and was not able to 
tell Sheriff Tinney who it was she wished 
him to see. She led him to the lady's 
home and when the sheriff found who the 
lady was, he immediately saw the im- 
probability of the charge being true 
While probably intending rightly, the 
Herald man gave the readers of his paper 
a false impression, which he should right 
as soon as possible.

Contractors Yielding. 
) 


NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—Leaders' in the 


great tailors' strike claim that the con- 
tractors are yielding, and that tljio back- 
bone of the strike is broken. 
' 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 18.—This city is all 


but at the mercy of a mob. Not a street 
car on the Union Traction company is 
running, and that company controls every 
Hue in the city, with the exception of two 
comparatively short cross-town lines. 


The police were absolutely unable to 


control the mob violence. 
From early 


morning until dusk, as each branch lino 
made desperate efforts to start, howling 
mobs surrounded each car, stoned and 
hooted the motorman and conductor, 
smashed the windows, cut the tnlley 
ropes and wreaked all possible des.ruc- 
tion. Tlien the attempt was abandoned. 
The strikers took little if any part in tho 
work of destruction. 


Five hundred extra policemen wore 


sworn in by Mayor Warwick lust night, 
and these, with tho regular force of 21'JO, 
will make an attempt to quell the rioters. 
They have orders from Mayor Warwick to 
carry their batons unsheathed. 
Should 


this fall, the governor wilt be appealed to 
to order out tho militia. The city's exucti- 
live declared in unmistakable terms that 
the strike is no longer a contest between 
a railway company and its employes, but 
a battle between tbe city and violence, 
and the city will win, if it takes the 
United States army. 


The situation is the gravest tho city has 


ever been called upon to encounter. Tin- 
staff offl"ers of the National Guard of 
Pennsylvania are in their armories, uni- 
formed and armed in case of jced. 


A General Bombardment. 


The fiercest riot of tlio day occurred at 


Sixth and Vine streets about noon. The 
mob reached almost to Market street, two 
blocks below. It entrenched itself along 
the sidewalks and bombarded every car 
which attempted to run the gauntlet. 
Superintendent Linden, with a great force 
of police, finally succeeded in dispersing 
the crowds after 16 arrests had been made. 
At Sixth and Market streets veritable 
pandemonium broke loose as the first two 
cars readied that point. 


Ill an instant every glass was smashed, 


and a fnsilade of dinner kettles, fire 
buckets and bricks poured from the up- 
per floors of the 
business blocks on 


either side. Conductors and motormen 
fied for their lives. 


Later in the day another violent scene 


was witnessed at Eighth 
and Market 


streets. A West Philadelphia car made 
its appearance. Motorman, conductor and 
the few passengers were ordered to leave, 
and after the fender had been ripped from 
its attachments and the general work of 
destruction perpetrated, the ear was upset 
at the intersection of the two lines of 
track. This blockade was not raised for 
two hours. In one of these riots Police- 
man A. Keppler was seriously injured by 
a shower of stones. Other injuries to 
citizens and officers are reported from dif- 
ferent sections. 


Women Are Interested. 


Women are playing a prominent part in 


the strike. One of tlio jvnrmest adherents 
of the strikers is a Mrs. Howard, who has 
done much toward organizing the mon 
and winning over new recruits. 
The 


Women's Health Protective association 
adopted resolutions of sympathy for the 
men. 


At Second and Berk 'streets a crowd of 


men surrounded a car. The motorman 
and conductor refused to abandon their 
positions, and were thrown to the street. 
The car was turned upside, down and both 
streets were blocked. 


At Cumberland and Amber streets about 


100 wonitiii plugged the switches and 
blocked the cars on Cumberland street. 
Conductors tried to reopen the switches, 
but were driven away by the women. 
Scores of men have been arrested for cut- 
ting trolley ropes. Strike leaders mounted 
on horseback are at several of the bis 
depots urging moil at work to join the 
strikers. 


The mayor yesterday afternoon issued a 


proclamation, calling upon all good citi- 
zens to assist the authorities in preserving 
order, and to that, end begging them not to 
collect in crowds on the public highways. 
"Violence will bo met with forco and 
peace will be preserved at all hazards," he 
says. 


The strike itself remains unchanged. 


The Traction leaders refuse to listen to 
auy suggestion from the other side, and, 
indeed, no effort is being made in tUat 
direction. 
'JL'ho strikers are firm, and de- 


termined to light it to the bitter end. 
Three mass meetings were held last night 
in various parts of the city. 


Tlio entire road covers about 500 miles, 


and over 0003 men are employed. About 
6000 of these are out. There are all sorts 
of rumors. One is that electricians of tho 
company will join the ranks of tho mal- 
contents. Another is that armies of rail- 
way workers are bound for this city from 
Brooklyn, Baltimore, Indianapolis aud 
other poiut^, either to assist or take the 
places of the strikers.
